Eighteen ol these treasure trains 


made tho trip across the continent in 
the twelve months ending last April 
23, with tho silver like big bricks 
piled high in each of the five ex- 
press cars composing a special train. 
Two men with automatic pistols at 
thpir hips and sawed off shotguns on 
their laps sat In each car and later 
guarded tho secret transfer of the 
white bars from trains to ship at 
San Francisco. 


Each 
brick 
weighed 
about 
62 


pounds and was worth $1,000 and each 
train carried between 15,000,000 and 
110,000,000 of the bricks. Guarded 
shipments of sliver dollars also were 
made from the United States treas- 
ury in Washington and from Use New 
Orleans sub-treasury to Philadelphia.

IF THEY SIGN 


Berlin, Tuesday, May 20—Germany 


declines to sign the peace terms laid 
before it because they spell the "eco- 
nomic destruction, political dishonor 
and moral degradation of the entire 
German nation not only for the pres-

WILSON'S FOURTEEN PRINCIPLES.

Pans, May 21—The peace confer- 


ence' last night made public the text 
of the German noto regarding repara- 
tions and the reply made by Premier 
Clemenceau as president of the con- 
ference. 


The Geinrnn noto reads: 
"At Versailles, May 13, 1919 
"To Plis Excellency M. Clemenceau, 


piesident of tho peace conference. 
Sir. 


"In the diaft of the peace treaty 


submitted to the German delegates 
part VIII concerning reparation, be- 
gins with article 231 which reads as 
follows: 


' 'The Allied and associated gov- 


ernments affirm and 
Germany 
ac- 


cepts the responsibility of Germany 
and^ her Allies for causing all the 
losj and damage to which the Allied 
and associated governments and their 
nationals have been subjected as con- 
sequence of tho war imposed upon 
them by the aggression of Germany 
and her allies' " 


"Now the obligation to make rep- 


aration has been accepted by Ger- 
many by \irtue of the note from Sec- 
retary of State Lansing of Nov 5.191S, 
independently of the question of re- 
sponsibility for the war. The Ger- 
man delegation cannot admit that 
theie could arise out of a respon- 
=1 ility inclined by the former Ger- 
man government in regard to the 
oilgin of the world war any right for 
the Allied and associated powers to 
bo Indemnified by Geimany for loss- 
es suffered during the war. 


"The representatives of the Allied 


and associated states have, moreover,, 
declared several times that the Ger- 
man people should not be held re- 
sponsible for the faults committed 
by their governments. The German 
people did not will the war and would 
not have undertaken a war ot ag- 
gression. They have always icmoln- 
ed convinced that this war was for 
them a defensive war. 


"The German delegates also do not 


share the view of the Allied and as- 
sociated governments In regard to 
the origin of the war. They cannot 
consider that 
the 
former 
German 


government as thf> party which was 
solely or chiefly to blame for the 
war. The draft of the treaty of peace 
{transmitted by you contains no facts 
In support of this view; !no proof on 
the subject It furnished 'therein. The 
German delegates therefore beg you 
to be so good as to communicate to 
them the report of the commission, 
set up by the AHiefl and associated 
governments of the pur^oie of cs-

Vladivostok, April 20.—Major Gen- 


eral William S. Graves, commander 
of the American expeditionary forces 
In Siberia, has Issued a message to 
his troops In which he declares that 
the American policy In Russia Is the 
same today aa when '.he Washington 
government issued Its proclamation at 
the tlma of the sending of the Ameri- 
can forces to Siberia. 


The message is entitled "Our Duty 


in Siberia."

Graves says: "The policy to be fol- 
lowed by our troops In any coun'ry 
13 one to be determined by tne ex- 
ecutive 


"It was clearly announced In the 


most public and solemn manner that 
the United States did not contempla'e 
any Interference of any kind with the 
political sovereignty of Russia, any 
intervention In her internal affairs or 
any Impairment of her tei rl'.orial In- 
tegrity. 


NO INTERFERENCE CXF EIGHTS. 
"The United States does not Intend 


to permit of its agents to interfere 
•ttl'h the soiereign rights of the Rus- 
sian people. Our aim has been to carry 
out to the letter the policy of our 
government. There has been no In- 
terference in the Internal affairs of 
the Russian people and no action has 
been taken by 'he 
United 
States 


troops which could justly be said was 
taking sides in the differences of the 
factions 


' We must realize that every na- 


tion has its Ideals and traditions 
which should be respected by all, and 
especially by guests as we are. It i» 
hoped that every citizen of the United 
States in Siberia and especially those 
wearing the United States military 
uniform will constantly keep In mind 
these facts and fully respect, not only 
the laws, but the customs and *.radl- 
lions of the people. 


"In any body of men as large os 


the American expeditionary force, un- 
fortunately there 
will 
always be 


found individual: who will act so as 
to bring discredit to his countrymen. 
This expedition has been no excep- 
tion to the general rule. This fact 
however, should cause all of us to so 
conduct ourselves thafc the Russian 
people 
TV ill realize that the United 


States soldier is a man of good habits, 
self-respecting and honorable 


"In our relation to the political life 


of "lie Russian people the greatest 
care must be exercised not to become 
involved and If we have any views 
as to the policies of the contending 
factions, care should be exercised not 
to express those ilewes to Russian 
people as this may become a most 
offensive interference in their oT\n 
affairs "

Fourth.

ed on the public streets, In alleys 
parks, etc. 


THE ORDINANCE.
